Kinds  Of  Conservatives 


- “‘Conservatism’  is  not,  in  any 
precise  sense,  an  ideology  or  an 
explicit  political  or  social  theory. 
It  is  a mood,  a world-view,  a 
means  of  reconstructing  the 
phenomena  of  social  and  political 
affairs,”  declared  Dr.  Donald  A. 
Zoll,  Wednesday  in  talking  on 
“The  Relevance  of  Political 
Conservatism.” 

Dr.  Zoll,  chairman  of  the 
Philosophy  and  Classics  Dept,  at 
the  University  of  Saskatchewan, 
appeared  as  a guest  lecturer  at 
BYU  under  the  co-sponsorship  of 
the  Academic  Emphasis 
Committee  and  the  Intercollegiate 
Studies  Institute. 

In  setting  out  to  define 
“conservatism,”  Dr.  Zoll  said  the 
word  can  trigger  a very 
considerable  range  of  emotions 
these  days.  “The  fact  is,  of  course, 
that  it’s  a quite  recent  piece  of 
terminology.  No  one  really  knew 
they  were  “conservatives”  until 
the  word  was  popularized  by 
Disraeli  in  the  changing  of  the 
cognomen  of  the  English  Tory 
party.” 

Conservatism  Connotes  A Lot 

In  presenting  a definition  of 
“Conservatism,”  Dr.  Zoll  said  that 
in  its  expression  it  is  remarkably 
heterodox.  “Its  core  attitude  is 
very  much  bound  up  with 
‘conserving’  things,  especially 
values,  but  in  a discriminating 
fashion.” 


Dr.  Zoll  said  the  more  potent 
Rightwing  political  tradation  in 
the  United  States  has  not  been 
conservative,  but,  rather,  what  we 
could  call  “19th  century 
Liberalism.”  This  is  the  political 
right  associated,  say,  with  the 
Republican  Party,  William 
Graham  Sumner  and,  yes,  Barry 
Goldwater.” 

He  said  that  the  differences  in 
aspects  of  the  American  Right  are 
profound,  but  he  suggested  that  it 
had  developed  into  four  layers. 

These  he  suggested  comprised  a 
bourgeois  or  19th  century  liberal 
Right,  a Radical  Right,  a Primitive 
Right  and  a Conservative  Right. 

The  first,  he  said,  represented  a 
return  to  the  roots  of  the  liberal 
tradiation,  a return  to  the 
“individualism  and  laissez-faire 
orientations  of  the  last  century.” 

“This  form  of  rightwing  theory 
is  noticeable  among  some  student 
movements  and  among  the  more 
rightist  elements  of  the  GOP.” 

“The  Radical  Right  consists  of 
those  who  fall  outside  the 
fundamental  equilibriumist 
tradiation  of  liberalism,  and 
advocate  direct,  unconventional 
action  in  domestic  and  foreign 
affairs.  This  portion  of  the  right 
tends  to  adopt  a conspiratorial 
view  of  affairs-not  unlike 
numerous  elements  of  the  New

Kahn  Foresees  New  Century 
At  Forum  Assembly  Today 


A physicist  and  specialist  in 
public  policy  analysis,  Dr.  Herman 
Kahn  is  today’s  forum  assembly 
speaker.  He  will  speak  -on  the 
prospects  for  the  year  2000. 

According  to  a member  of  the 
U.S.  Military  Academy  faculty, 
Kahn  was  the  most  exciting 
speaker  at  West  Point  last  year. 

He  is  a senior  officer  at  the 
Hudson  Institute,  a group  that 
researches  the  problems  of 
defense  and  development. 

The  Institute  is  more 
particularly  concerned  with 
Latin-American  development, 
inquiries  into  world  futures  and 
long-run  political,  economic  and 
cultural  changes,  as  well  as 
research  into  strategic  warfare  and 
national  security. 

Dr.  Kahn  has  written  five 
books:  “On  Thermonuclear  War,” 
‘‘Thinking  About  the 
Unthinkable,”  “On  Escalation: 
Metaphors  and  Scenarios,”  “The 
Year  2000:  A Framework  for 
Speculation  on  the  Next  33 
Years”  (written  for  the  American 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences) 
and,  with  his  staff,  “Can  We  Win 
in  Vietnam?” 

Before  he  left  to  help  originate 
the  Institute,  Qr.  Kahn  worked 
for  the  RAND  Corp.  There  he 
worked  on  problems  in  applied 
mathematics  and  physics  along 


with  matters  of  national  defense 
and  security. 

He  received  his  B.A.  degree 
from  UCLA  in  1945  and  an  M.S. 
degree  from  the  California 
Institute  of  Technology. 

Dr.  Kahn  is  also  a member  of 
the  Council  of  Foreign  Relations 
and  the  Center  for  Inter-American 
Relations.

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Kartchner  Answers 
Students'  Questions 

Q.  What  programs  have  been  instituted  or  exist  to  facilitate  access  into 
student  government  by  individuals  desiring  to  be  so  involved? 

A.  It  seems  to  me  if  you  want  to  get  involved  you  don’t  need  a 
“program.”  You  walk  up  to  the  fellow  tunning  the  activity  (the  VP) 
and  ask  “what  can  I help  with?”  Jim  Ferguson’s  office  maintains  an 
open  file  for  anyone  wishing  to  leave  application. 

Q.  Is  anything  currently  being  done  to  “departmentalize”  student 
government?  You  know,  instead  of  class  competition,  have 
A.  No.  Eventually,  as  the  “spectacular  syndrome”-the  biggest  of  the 
best  concert,  cake,  or  what-have-you-is  relegated  to  history  where  it 
belongs,  more  and  more  students  will  look  to  their  departments  for 
social  as  well  as  academic  identity.  The  Animal  Husbandry  Dept,  is 
probably  further  in  this  direction  than  any  other  on  campus  at  this 
time.  I would  say  within  five  years,  student  government  should  be 
recognized  on  departmental  lines-but  right  now  this  trend  is  not  well 
enough  established. 

Q.  What  is  being  done  to  clean  up  the  graft  in  student  government? 

A.  An  elected  student  body  officer  presently  receives:  A faculty 
parking  sticker,  a central  dance  pass,  a Varsity  Theater  pass,  a 
grant-in-aid  for  tuition  and  fees  plus  $100  semester  and  complimentary 
tickets  to  most  events  on  campus.  Whether  these  qualify  as  “graft”  or 
not  depends  on  your  philosophical  bent.  Most  VP  think  they  do  not.  I 
have  tried  repeatedly  to  eliminate  all  complimentary  and  preferred 
buying  in  the  ticket  dept.  The  athletic  tickets-under  the  control  of 
myself  and  Clay  Green-have  been  distributed  to  everyone  equally,  with 
an  occasional  mistake.  The  same  is  not  true  of  the  social  tickets— under 
the  direction  of  Ken  Murdock. 

It  is  not  true-as  has  been  rumoied-that  Park  Worthington  or  anyone 
else  in  student  government  has  received  a “kick-back  from  hiring  of 
bands  for  dances.  I hope  you  will  vote  this  spring  for  candidates  who 
satisfy  your  own  conclusions  regarding  the  above. 

Q.  With  Ken  Kartchner’s  severe  attack  on  the  vice-presidents,  I would 
like  to  know  how  many  hours  per  week  he  devotes  to'  his  own  office 
responsibilities?  On  the  average,  how  much  time  does  each  VP  devote 
to  his  responsibilities? 

A.  I am  in  my  office  every  day  from  9-1 1 a.m.  Very  frequently  one  or 
two  more  during  the  day  I find  myself  there.  Comimttees  that  the 
ASBYU  President  is  asked  to  sit  on  occupy  another  4-8  hours  per  week. 
Executive  Council  is  usually  two.  Total  per  week:  26  hours  and  up.  A 
lot  of  it  is  a waste  of  time-answering  weird  requests  and  throwing  away 
the  endless  invitations  to  national  conferences  of  one  sort  and 
another-but  it  is  always  personally  enjoyable  and  I occasionally  feel 
helpful.  I’m  not  complaining.  The  investment  of  time  for  most  of  the 
vice-president  is  about  the  same.

Missile  Gap  Ahead? 

Debate  For  More  ABMs  Heighte 


WASHINGTON  - Having  lost 
the  struggle  for  escalation  in 
Vietnam,  the  Pentagon  is  looking 
toward  the  next  struggle,  which 
will  surface  into'  debate  this 
spring.  There  is,  so  the  generals 
are  whispering  to  Washington 
newspapermen,  a missile  gap 
ahead,  and  we  must  do  something 
about  it. 

There  is  no  doubt,  as  one  White 
House  specialist  put  it,  “that  the 
Soviets  are  building  missiles  like 
crazy.”  What  we  are  to  do  about 
it,  the  generals  have  not  yet  made 
clear,  but  at  the  very  least  we  can 
anticipate  that  they  shall  ask  us  to 
speed  up  Phase  II  of  the 
antiballistic  missile  system  so 
narrowly  ratified  by  the  Senate 
last  summer. 

At  that  time  the  President 
promised  to  revieV  the  need  for 
installation  of  10  more  ABM  sites. 
He  will  now  be  encouraged  to  find 
them  essential  to  counter  what 
the  generals  see  as  a possibility, 
that  by  1974  the  Soviet  Union 
may  have  more  land-based  missiles 
than  we. 

AS  THE  GENERALS  ARGUE 
the  danger  of  a 1974  missile  gap, 
it  goes  like  this: 

“Let  us  suppose  that  one  day 
Henry  Kissinger,  the  President’s 
adviser  for  national  security 


affairs,  finds  himself  running 
upstairs  from  the  White  House 
basement  to  tell  the  President  that 
we  are  about  to  lose  something 
very  important,  but  not  very 
many  people. 

“Let  us  suppose  further  that 
Kissinger  is  forced  to  tell  the 
President  that  he  has  but  two 
choices:  either  to  accept  the  loss 
of  all  our  intercontinental  ballistic 
missile  ‘farms’  or  strike  now, 
wiping  out  some  50,000,000 
Russians  in  full  consciousness  that 
we  shall  be  wiped  out  in  return.” 

“How  would  you  like  to  be  in 
that  position?”  say  the  generals, 
and  they  add  at  once  that  there  is 
a way  out  of  it,  which  is  to  build 
the  rest  of  the  ABM  system. 

If  we  do  that,  they  say,  the 
ABMs  will  take  care  of  a Soviet 
strike  against  our  “farms”  and 
leave  the  President  both  other 
alternatives  and  time  to  consdier 
them. 

If  this  scenario  seems  absurd,  it 
is  because  it  is  absurd.  But  by  the 
time  spring  comes  it  will  be 
surprising  if  the  country  is  not 
semi-persuaded  that  it  must 
accept  the  scenario  as  “reality” 
and  shoulder  the  burden  which 
“reality”  demands.  The  arms  race 
has  been  built  upon  the  conjuring 
of  such  “realities”  and  has  never 
yet  been  slowed. 

THE  REASON  THE 
SCENARIO  is  -absurd  is  that  it 
rests  upon  an  unimaginable 
assumption:  that  the  Russians 
would  strike  at  our  missile  sites 


despite  knowledge  that 
they  hit  them  all  be 
decided  to  fire  we  could 
by  submarine  and  so  s 
their  population.

of  Indians  who  enter  college 
graduate. 

Pipestem  said  he  considers 
Indians  a “race  of  mad  geniuses” 
who  are  in  a situation  that  makes 
it  “difficult  for  us  to  show  our 
abilities.” 

We  educated  Indians  “are  the 
people  who  are  deviates”  from 
this.  “We  are  the  very  few  who 
become  0ucated.  The  question 
remains  will  we  be  constructive  or 
useful  deviates?” 

“It  isn’t  just  one  way  or  the 
other,”  he  said  in  explaining  that 
it  is  assumed  Indians  have  to  turn 
into  an  “imitation  white”  or  be 
“the  Indian  who  can  dance,  sing 
and  do  rug-weaving”  plus  being 
drunk,  lazy  and  dirty. 

Pipestem  urged  Indian  students 
to  speak  and  decide  for 
themselves  and  to  assist  in  making 
alternatives  for  Other  Indians 
besides  the  “limited  scope  of 
things  we  can  now  do  as  Indians.”

A total  of  20 1 positive  reactions 
to  the  TB  tests  administered  at 
registration  have  been  recorded  to 
date  by  the  Health  Center.  Effie 
Wilhelm,  registered  nurse,  reports 
this  figure  is  about  2.2  per  cent  of 
the  9,000  students  that  returned 
to  have  their  tests  read  in  the 
allotted  time  limit.

For  those  in  doubt,  a positive 
reaction  can  be  identified  by  a 
simple  examination  of  the  tested 
area.  It  generally  leaves  a red  welt 
under  the  skin  that  can  be  easUy 
felt,  Miss  Wilhelm  said.  Some 
students  may  also  experience 
itching  and  mild  discomfort. 

Such  a reaction  does  not 
necessarily  mean  the  individual 
has  tuberculosis,  only  that  he  has 
been  exposed  to  the  TB  organism, 
she  added. 

Further  testing  includes  X-rays 
to  determine  if  an  individual  has 
an  active  case.  A medication 
called  Isonazid  (INH)  can  then  be 
administered  to  combat  the 
disease.  Glen  E.  Roundy,  assistant 
director  of  the  Health  Center, 
reports  that  of  approximately  400 
positive  reactions  last  year,  not 
one  was  an  active  case  of  the 
disease. 

However,  Roundy  said  students 
should  not  be  lulled  into  thinking 
TB  is  a “dead”  disease.  He  noted 
the  recent  deaths  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  which  resulted  in  a TB 
“scare”  among  congressmen  as  an 
example. 

This  semester’s  registration  saw 
the  use  of  “air  guns”  for  the  TB 
tests,  along  with  the  traditional 
tine  test.  The  main  difference  in 
the  two  tests  is  that  the  air  gun 
method  uses  Pure  Protein 
Derivative  (PPD),  which  is  a live, 
weakened  organism,  while  the  tine 
test  uses  dead  organisms.

Coach  Stan  Watts  takes  his 
Cougar  basketball  crew  on  the 
road  for  the  last  time  this  season 
as  the  Cats  square  off  against 
UTEP  tonight  before  invading 
Albuquerque  Saturday  night  to 
face  the  Lobos  of  New  Mexico. 

The  Cougars  are  hoping  the 
foreign  soil  holds  better  fortune 
for  them  this  time  than  it  has  so 
far  this  year,  in  a long  season 
which  has  seen  the  BYU  squad 
win  only  two  of  10  games  away 
from  the  George  Albert  Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

The  Cats,  8-15  on  the  year  and 
4-8  in  the  WAC,  still  have  a 
chance  to  help  determine  who 
wears  the  conference  crown  when 
they  do  battle  with  the  Miners  in 
Memorial  Coliseum  tonight  in  El 
Paso. 

UTEP,  currently  one-half  game 
behind  Utah  in  the  WAC  race  with 
an  8-3  mark,  could  cinch  at  least  a 
tie  for  the  crown  with  a sweep  of 
BYU  and  Utah  this  weekend  at 
home.  The  Miners  have  one  game 
remaining  after  this  week,  against 
New  Mexico  next  Wednesday  in 
Albuquerque.  A sweep  of  all  three 
games  would  give  the  El  Paso  crew 
the  title  outright. 

Meanwhile,  Utah  stands  at  the 
head  of  the  WAC  with  a 9-3 
record  and  can  take  all  the 
marbles  with  a double  win  at  New 
Mexico  and  El  Paso  this  weekend. 

But  Coach  Jack  Gardner  of  the 
Utes  would  gladly  welcome  any 
assistance  the  Cougars  can  give 
against  the  Miners  of  UTEP.  The 
Cats  aided  their  neighbors  to  the 
north  once  earlier  this  year  when 
they  downed  the  Miners  in  Provo, 


87-72,  and  Coach  Gardner  would 
probably  cast  a happy  vote  for 
coach-of-the^year  to  Stan  Watts  if 
the  Cougars  pull  the  same  stunt  in 
El  Paso.
